6000 CROP REPORT 

The flnnl crop report for 1914, 
prepared by Commissioner of Arti- 
AHlture Newman, shown that the 
nropH in Kentucky are much better 
*• the winter begins than bnd been 
smtiytpnted. The nverage yield of 
tnbncco per acre is much greater this 
year than last. The outbreak of the 
foot-and-mouth disease will cnttse 
the stock raisers loss unless the 



The report follows: 

"The yield of corn is estimated at 
23 bushels per acre. This is 4y 2 
bushels per acre more than last year 
and 5.6 more than 1912. The yield 
of Burley tobacco is estimated at 
954 pounds per aero, as against 665 
per acre last year. However, more 
or less tobacco is damaged in quali- 
ty as a result of excessive rain dur- 
ing the early part of October. The 
damage is estimated at 17 per cent. 
For the same reason dark tobacco is 
estimated to be damaged 13 per cent., 
with u yield of 840 pounds per acre, 
*s against 503 pounds per acre last 
year."

ripe and well matured and making u 
line sweet smoke, they are not as 
bright as we have seen them. They 
lost color during the hot rainy spell 
a few weeks ago. This possibly 
caused as much loss to the planters in 
the color of the crop as houscburn. 

"I also nni of the opinion that a 
great many of the growers will be 
mistaken in the weight of their crop. 
In the hill sections, where they plant 
by hand, the dry weather stopped 
them and not much over half a crop 
was planted so we can hardly count 
on much more thun an average crop 
of Burley tobacco." 

THE ONLY WAY 

No State-wide system of good 
roads has ever* resulted from any 
other than a State-wide plan of road 
making.

long time ago the campaign for a 
country- wide system of roads made 
under the operation of a country- 
wide plan. Macnulay, in his History 
of Knglaud, describes the almost 
impassable condition of English 
country roads during the closing 
years of the Seventeenth century and 
says : 

"One chief cause for the badness 
of the roads seems to have been the 
del. ctivc state of the law. Every 
parish was bound to repair the high- 
ways passing through it. The peas- 
antry were forced to give their grat- 
uitous labor six days in the year. 
If this was not sufficient hired lubor 
was employed, and the expense was 
met by the parochial rate." 

In a very considerable portion of 
Kentucky bad roads reflect the plan 
of road making which was a failure 
in England more than 200 years ago. 
Thoso sections are in some respects 
Very like rural Ktiglund in the Seven- 
teenth i-eutury. They will not be 
brought up to date, without good 
roads, and they will not secure good 
roads utiles the State-aid plan is put 
in State-wide operation.

1 setiger transportation withiu their 
borders. 

In his addrcs.s at the good roads 
nttmttsTg Wednesday afternoon Pres- 
ident MeHr.vde, of the Kentucky 
(iood Roads Association, called at- 
tention to the fuct that to a State 
aid plan adopted 100 years ago and 
diseontinued seventy-live years ago, 
Kentucky owes her best inter county 
roads. Some of those roads, notably 
the Louisville and Nushville turn- 
pike, relied US one the employment 
of right methods of road making 
when they were laid down and a 
long period u f neglect due to the in- 
ability of the poorer counties to keep 
them in condition. The "Old State 
Pike" between Louisville and Muys- 
ville has been kept up because it 
tru verses the weulthier counties. 
Owing to peculiarly unfortunate con- 
ditions in Jefferson county, the worst 
purt of the Louisville- May sville road 
is, usually, the section lying withiu 
of Jefferson, the neb 



est county in the State, hut even in 
Jefferson the Louisville-Maysville 

road ha* not I n allowed to go to 

piece-;. 

Mr. Dunhip, speaking for the Na- 
tional Highways Association, of 
which be is assistant director gen- 
eral, ended his tiddress with the fol- 
lowing appeal for attention to the 
importance of the campaign which 
the meeting inaugurated: 

"I want to leave this one tbouht 
with >ou, and it should impress you 
more than any statement that could 
be made — that is: If enough counties 
do not take advantage of State- aid 
during the jenr 1015 to show that 
State aid is wanted it will be the 
easiest matter in the world for a few 
enemies of good roads to repeal, as 
before stated, your present legisla- 
tion, which will, If you please, retard 
the good roads movement in Ken- 
tucky at least twenty years." 

There are differences of opinion as 
to whether the Kentucky law is ns 
good as it might be made, in all of 
its provisions, but it will not be im- 
proved by disuse, anil there is be- 
tween advocates of good roads no 
difference, of opinion as to the State- 
aid plan being essential to the de- 
velopment of a State-wide system of 
roads. There can be no difference 
of opinion upon the point that the 
poorer counties are the counties hav- 
ing the greater opportunity to profit 
by taking advantage of the State-aid 
plan. Jefferson county's interest lies 
in promoting the State's development. 
The road problem in this county will 
»■ of but little affected by the addi- 
tion of a trilling amount — in com- 
parison to the sum representing the 
eounty levy — to the annual road 
fundi by application tor State aid. 
Yet Jefferson should be the leader in 
the effort to awaken the whole State. 
—Courier-Journal.

The list of claims 
recognized by the Commissioner
